1. SECRETARY TELLS PRESS CONFERENCE THAT, DESPITE 
SPECULATION TO CONTRARY, DOS LEGAL ADVISER CONCLUDED 

THAT WAR POWERS ACT "DOES NOT SUPERSEDE PREVIOUS LEGISLATION 
WHICH BANNED RE-INTRODUCTION OF US MILITARY FORCES 
INTO SOUTHEAST ASIA" (PHINQ, NYT BURIED IN STORY ON 
P. 46). ASKED ABOUT FUTURE C-F, HAK SAID "IT IS NOT 
POSSIBLE TO WRITE AN AGREEMENT WHOSE TERMS IN THEMSELVES 
GUARANTEE ITS PERMANENCE. WE HAVE SUCCEEDED IN A SETTLEMENT 
...IN MOVING THE DECISION TO A VIETNAMESE DECISION... .WHAT 
WE ALWAYS SAID OUR OBJECTIVE WAS" (WP).

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2. WINDER (CSM) SEES "MORE THAN FEW" COUNTRIES BREATHE 
SIGH OF RELIEF AS UNGA PUTS OFF CAMBODIAN ITEM UNTIL 
NEXT YEAR. AT STAKE IS TICKLISH QUESTION OF LEGITIMACY 
OF GOVERNMENTS-IN-EXILE; PRO-SIHANOUK VOTE MIGHT SERVE 
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AS PRECEDENT FOR EXPULSION OF OTHER UNPOPULAR REGIMES.

DANGER OF RENEWED US AIR WAR INCREASED AS WELL. 

21. S-N'S BRADSHER (DEC. 6) REPORTS THAT HISTORICAL 
ESSAY AND ARTICLES APPEARING IN CHINESE PRESS, AND 
NEW REVOLUTIONARY OPERA "AZALEA MOUNTAIN," HINT OF 
CHOU CULPABILITY IN DOWNFALL AND DEATH OF LIN PIAO. 

ESSAY, WHICH WAS ABOUT RIVALRY, SUGGESTS BY ALLUSION 
THAT LIN WAS IN FACT A VIRTUOUS REFORMER WHO WAS DONE 
IN BY REACTIONARY CHOU, THUS RENEWING QUESTION 
ABOUT MAO'S ATTITUDE TOWARD LIN. NOTES THAT ALTHOUGH 
MAO CAME INTO CONFLICT WITH LIN BEFORE LIN'S FALL, 

MAO HAD NEVER PUBLICLY CO DEMNED HIM. SEES THREE MAIN 
ELEMENTS INVOLVED IN POLITICAL STRUGGLE WHICH HAS BEEN 
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INTENSIFYIN SINCE AUGUST MAO AND RADICALS 
GROUPED AROUND HIM, LIN AND THOSE SOLDIERS WHO FOLLOWED 
HIM, AND CHOU AND HIS BUREAUCRACY CURRENTLY RUNNING 
CHINA. ACCORDING BRADSHER, MAO CAME TO DISTRUST 
LI AFTER THE GPCR BECAUSE LIN'S SOLDIERS WERE 
TAKING DOMINANT ROLE THAT HAD ALWAYS BELONGED TO 
THE PARTY. MAO S ATTEMPT TO REDRESS BALANCE LED TO 
LIN'S PLOT TO REGAIN EBBING POWER; OFFICIAL HISTORY 
IS THAT EXPOSURE OF PLOT TO KILL MAO CAUSED LIN TO 
FLEE, WITH HIS DEATH FOLLOWING UNDER SUSPICIOUS 
CIRCUMSTANCES. RESULT WAS NOT, HOWEVER, A REGAINING 
OF DOMINA CE FOR PARTY. INSTEAD, CHOU'S GOVT. 

APPARATUS GAINED NEW POWER AND FOLLOWED POLICIES NOT 
OF MAO'S POLITICAL INSPIRATION. THUS MAO SEEMS TO HAVE 
BEEN MOVING TO REDRESS THAT BALANCE AL O, WITH 
ACCOMPANYING INDIRECT PRESS CRITICISM OF CHOU AND 
OTHER SIGNS OF MOUNTING CONFLICT. 

22. JOC'S STRAUSS, IN ARTICLE DATELINED CANTON 
DEC. 5, DESCRIBES CANTON FAIR’S FRUSTRATING ATMOSPHERICS. 
MANY OF 200-ODD AMERICANS AT FAIR GRIPE THAT CANTON 
IS NO FUN AT ALL AFTER YOU'VE SEEN THE SCANT ENTER- 
TAINMENT AND AN ACUPUNCTURE EXHIBITION; AND HOTELS, 
WHILE IMPROVING, HAVE A LONG WAY TO GO. BUT MOST 
TRADERS ARE ANXIOUS TO RETURN, AND IMPROVEMENTS 
IN FAIR FACILITIES, INCLUDING TELEX COMMUNICATIO S, 

ARE EXPECTED NEXT YEAR. DESCRIBES CHINESE PRESSURES 
ON BUSINESSMEN TO MAKE FAST DECISIONS, AND ASSERTS 
CHINESE ARE NOT ABOVE PLAYING OFF COMPETING SUPPLIERS 
AGAINST EACH OTHER BY CLAIMING SALE OFFERS AT PRICES 
THAT HAD IN FACT NOT BEEN MADE. BUT FOR EVERY FIRM 
THAT MIGHT DROP OUT OF THE TRADE, STRAUSS ASSERTS 
THERE A E "THOUSANDS" WAITING TO STEP IN. BEST 
PROCEDURE TO GET TO FAIR APPEARS TO BE TO WRITE FIRST 
TO ONE OF PRC'S SEVEN MAJOR IMPORT-EXPORT CORPORATIONS, 
DESCRIBING FIRM AND P ODUCTS, THE FOLLOW WITH VISIT 
TO PRCLO OR P C EM ASSY OTTAWA. IN ANY EVENT, FINAL 
DECISION IS MADE IN PEKING. 

3. IN LETTER TO S-N EDITOR (DEC. 6), JACOB STEIN, 

WHO HEADED DELEGATION OF PRESIDENTS OF MAJOR AMERICAN 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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JEWISH ORGS VISITING JAPANESE AMBASSADOR LAST WEEK, 
DENIES ASSERTION IN BIOSSAT COLUMN THAT DELEGATION 
THREATENED "UGLY BUSINESS OF A CUSTOMER BOYCOTT", 

AND A CHECK WITH HIM OR YASUKAWA WOULD HAVE MADE THAT 
Cl EAR. SAYS EST ANSWER TO BIOSSAT'S SUGGESTION 
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THAT US "REWARD" JAPAN’S SURRENDER TO ARAB BLACKMAIL 
WITH THE "FULLEST MEASURE OF SYMPATHY AND HELP" WAS 
SUPPLIED BY DOS SPOKESMAN WHO SAID: "WHILE WE DO 

E CONSIDERABLE SYMPATHY FOR THE DIFFI ULT 
HAVE CONSIDERABLE SYMPATHY FOR THE DIFFICULTIES
